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HOW WHISTLER WAS 
CARICATURED. 
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THE NOVEL AND THE PLAY. 
| 
(By FRAZER HEARNE.) 


HERE are books that live by virtue 
of their name when they have long 
ceased to exist in the popular regard. 
“ Democracy,” “ Piccadilly,” ‘‘John 
Inglesant,”’ ‘‘Tt is Never Too Late to 
Mend,” “The Castle of Otranto,’’ “All 
Sorts and Conditions of Men’’—you can 
think of others. , 

It would be rash to say that any, or 
all, of these are not now read, but it 
cannot be said that they are still 
popular. Yet they are what may be 
called well-known books—well-known by 
name. To this list we may add ‘‘ Trilby.”’ 
Everybody. has heard of it, and not every- 
body thinks of the play alone when it 
strikes upon his ear. It was a portent, 
a furore, an epoch, and is now a tradi- 
tion. It enjoyed three separate and 
enthusiastic receptions—when it ran 
through Harper’s, when it came out in 
book form, and when, impenetrably 
disguised as drama, it appeared on the 
stage. 


IN SERIAL FORM. 


The serial had a fine audience, the 
book a great one-—the old clients 
settling down with deligh: to enjoy it all 
over again. Then came the play. Alas for 
those who, having loved the book, now 
flocked in their thousands, high of hope, 
to see those beloved puppets, Trilby and 
Little Billie, Taffy and the Laird, Dodor 
and |’Zouzou, and that vulgar, bullying. 
greasy genius Svengali! They saw a 
triumph of acting, make-up, personality— 
a wonderful, dominating. overwhelming 
Jew, and a sweet and unforgettable 
Trilby ; but where had their own “ Trilby ” 
gone ? 

They might have known. Who, 
baving had his characters sketched for 
him by the pen of a Du Maurier, and 
then fixed for ever by the pen and pencil 
of a Du Maurier, could hope that Du 
Maurier himself or any other would ever 
get the whole effect on any stage? Yet 
the play was a success, and it has left its 
mark. It not only set the world agog, 
but it altered fashions, gave a name 
(which still survives) to a hat and to a 
collar (which may survive for all I know). 
and added one more to the list of 
humorous nicknames for the common, 
human foot. 


THE BOOK. 


When we think of ‘‘Trilby,’’ the book, 
it is dificult to know which we think of 
first—the flowing, lively, voluble, senti- 
mental, warmly-personal, kindly-satirical 
‘“‘Trilby’’ of the written word, or the rich 
and varied, but somehow static, ‘‘ Trilby’’ 
of that consummate draughtsman. There 
are pictures we can never forget—that 
Millais-challenging one of poor Trilby 
cast down on her bed in utter abandon- 
ment of shame and _ remorse; the 
Christmas party; ‘‘ Bonjour, Suzon”’ ; 
“A Souvenir’’; and half a dozen other 
of those lesser sketches which give to many 
of us all we know of the life and air of 
bygone Paris. 

There are passages that ask to be read 
over again and again despite all we had 
thought and said about the book’s hope- 
Jess out-of-dateness—the studio-day in the 
first chapter; the Sunday at Meudon; 
those easy-dashing pictures (but I mean 
now only word-pictures) of the Three 
Musketeers of the Brush and their 
eccentric visitors; the great concert scene 
in Paris (as able a piece of descriptive 
writing in its own headlong style as our 
Jiterature can cffer); and last, but not 
least, Trilby’s swan-song—‘‘dying away 
into all but nothine—a mere melodic 
breath ; and then the little soft chromatic 
ascending rocket up to F in alt, the last 
parting caress..+....” 


THE TWO APPRENTICES. 


“Trilby’? ran through Harper's 
Magazine from January to August, 1894, 
and for any admirer of the illustrations 
there is the place to see them. Even the 
best edition of the book, the large-paper 
edition of 1895, loses much of the charm 
and beauty that make so great an impres- 
sion in the serial form; and it loses one 
passage and one picture altogether. These 
are the sharply biting, but by no means 
unreasonably bitter, word-study of ‘' Joe 
Sibley,’ and the fantastic, rather un- 
attractive sketch, “ The Two Apprentices. ’’ 
Here is an extract from the former :— 

““He was a monotheist and had but one 
god. ... He is so still, and his god is 
still the same. ... For forty years the 
cosmopolite Joe has been singing his one 
god’s praises... but so eloquently, so 
wittily, so prettily, that he almost 
persuades you to be a fellow-worshipper— 
almost, only ; for if he did quite, you... 
would buy nothing but ‘Sibley’s’ (which 
you don’t). For Sibley was the god of 
Joe’s worship, ard none other, and he 
would hear of: no other genius in the 
world.” i 


OUARRELS OF AUTHORS, 


In the book the Joe Sibley passage is 
replaced by the one devoted to Antony 
the Greek, but the picture disappears 
altogether. This is literary history, coming 
under the head of ‘‘ Quartels of authors”’ 
—in this case artists also. Joe Sibley was 
Whistler, and Whistler was not pleased, 
and there was correspondence in a famous 

per of the time, and a great to-do, 
Ruttering of dove-cotes and wigs on the 
green. It is all very far away and faint, 
and to our eyes slightly ridiculous, but it 
gives a flavour to the reading of “ Trilby,”’ 
particularly if you possess it in the 
Harper yvolumes—which you should. 

You many not find “ Trilby’’ on many 
bookshelves ; but I think we may say that 
where it is, there it is beloved. Books 
about artists and their work are usually 
interesting, but the writer is too often 
inclined to be esoteric, to make a mystery 
of it. There is nothing of this in 
“‘Trilby.”” You feel that Du Maurier 
knows his subject, but very soon you feel 
that you know it, too. He has an artless 
way with him in talking of art, and a 
homely, intimate way of taking you into 
his confidence, that is both flattering and 
disarming; but his own art, in both 
kinds, though well concealed is evident. 
He was a great artist in black and white 
and a writer of singular charm. Such a 
union has naturally resulted in a book 
that, when all is said, may be ranked very 
near the great ones of fiction—as near 
as does not matter.

I see that a new edition of Herman 
Melville’s masterpiece, ‘‘ Moby Dick,” 
with an introduction by Dr. Rosenbach, 
has just been published. Seventy-eight 
years ago, when Melville was thirty-two, 
this great taleof the sea was first published 
in New York. ‘It is doubtful. even now, 
whether it is as well known as it deserves 
to be. Melville’s style. is too elaborate to 
be generally popular, but many writers 
have drawn inspiration from his example. 
Miss Meynell said that his was the 
wildest, farthest kind of genius; and Mr. 
Masefiéld: that ‘‘ Moby Dick’’ speaks the 
whole secret of the sea. Certainly the 
description of the ‘‘Spouter Inn” and 
the first, second and third day’s chase 
of the white whale are without parallel 
in descriptive literature. The last few 
chapters of this tale of human passion 
and elemental forces are so terrific in their 
intensity that they, leave the reader 
exhausted as if he had passed through a 
great storm. .‘‘ Moby Dick” is one of 
the great books of the world. arid it is 
good to have been on the high seas with 
Herman Melville even if we have to come 
back to the detective story for relaxation. 


Ghe Hubbard Cemorial. 


I had the pleasnre of visiting the studio 
of Mr. Jerome Connor yesterday, and of 
seeing there, in the completed stage, the 

model of the memoria] 

to Elbert Hubbard. 

who was one of the 

victims of the sink- 

ing of the Loysitania. 

Mr. Hubbard was a 

well-known author 

and editor in the 

United States before 

the war, and was the 

founder. of the Roy- 

crofters’ Co-operative 

Society at East 

Aurora, New York—a 

‘fee society which still 
JEROME Connor. exists, and commis- 
sioned Mr. Connor. 
at the comfortable fee of fifty thousand 
dollars, to execute this memorial, to be 
erected in a selected spot on the Rovcroft 
grounds at East Aurora. The model will 
be shipped this week to New York, where 
the figure will be cast in bronze and 
erected on a pedestal of County Wicklow 
granite, which Mr. Connor is now carving. 

This is the first monument modelled by 
an Irishman in Ireland to be erected in 
the United States, and was seen yesterday 
by Mr. F. A. Sterling, the United States 
Minister in Dublin, who was a friend of 
the late Mr. Hubbard. 


An American Philosopher. 


Hubbard was something of a _ philo- 
sopher, and liked to make his impres- 
sions at first hand from contact with 
people whom he met in the course of his 
rambles through the country. There was 
something of the gipsy in him, and it 
was this trait in his character that gave 
Mr. Connor the inspiration for the 
memorial in which Hubbard is presented 
in-a delightfully unconventional manner, 
seated on a rough hewn boulder in the 
most natural way in the world.  Bare- 
headed and without coat, shirt sleeves 
rolled back, and the weight partly thrown 
on a stout staff, held upright in the right 
hand, the figure is shown gazing out of 
deep, far-seeing eyes. 

The soul of the philosopher has been 
revealed by Mr. Connor, who was on 
terms of the most intimate friendship with 
his subject; and, with the loving hands 
of the friend and sculptor, has imparted 
to his model something of the warmth 
and spirit that characterised Elbert 
Hubbard. 

The statue will be unveiled by the 
sculptor in October next. 


Ghe Lusitania. 


Now that the Hubbard Memorial is 
finished, Mr. Connor will be clear to push 
ahead with the bigger memorial which he 
has been commissioned to prepare to the 
victims of the Lusitania sinking, which is 
to be erected at Queenstown, the spot 
whither the recovered bodies of those 
drowned were brought, and where so many 
of them are buried. The project has beer 
und.ertaken on the initiative of a 
Memorial Committee in New York, many 
members of which are relatives of those 
drowned. I believe that Mr. Connor will 
receive a hundred thousand dollars for 
this work, which he expects to complete 
next year. 


Dogs and Stones.

Many seaside resorts have a dog that 
seems to live in the hope of seeing a stone 
cast into the sea, and people who visit the 
tiny semi-circle of stony beach near 
Kingstown Pier are familiar with the 
terrier who carries a stone much too big 
for his mouth, and, having deposited it 
at their feet, he implores them shrilly to 
make a splash with it. His teeth are worn, 
and his bark is as thin as his meagre 
body, 4s though from innumerable 
immersions in cold salt water. Everyone 
who comes there is begged piercingly to 
throw a stone and to keep on throwing, 
and it seemed for’a long time that he 
could not have enough of it. 

One day last week, thirty or forty smal] 
girls, belonging to some _ institution, 
walked two by two down to the water’s 
edge, where they formed a long line, that 
reached from one end of the little beach 
to the other. The terrier hurried towards 
them, and they each stooped for a stone, 
and with one accord they cast them into 
the sea with thirty or forty distinct plops, 
then stooped for more. It was too much 
for the terrier; with one baffled look at 
the newcomers he turned tail and took 
refuge behind a rock some distance away, 
whereupon the children dropped their 
ammunition and turned their attention 
to other things. ‘‘ That dog doesn’t like 
you to throw stones,” one solemnly assured 
the other, while holiday-makers settled 
to their books with a sigh of relief.

Assistant District Commissioner G. 8. 
Childs, the officer in charge of transport 
and publicity of the Irish Free State 
contingent at the World Jamboree, is the 
Irish Scout with the longest service, 
having joined the movement at its incep- 
tion in 1908. 

Soon elected a Patrol Leader, two years 
later found him Assistant Scoutmaster of 
the Bray Troop. In 1911 he was in charge 
of the guard of honour to the Prince of 
Wales and Princess Mary on their visit 
to the Earl of Meath at Kilruddery. In 
subsequent years he has held every rank 
to that of Commissioner. 

During the war Mr. Childs served wiih 
the ‘‘Pals’’ Battalion of the . Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers in Gallipoli, and later 
with the Royal Irish in France. 

This will be his third jamboree; for he 
was present on that memorable occasion in 
1920 when Sir Robert Baden-Powell was 
elected Chief Scout of the world, and he 
acted as Second-in-Command of the Irish 
Free State contingent to the Wembley 
Jamboree in 1924. 

He is the proud possessor of the Silver 
Wolf, the highest Scout decoration; which 
was awarded to him by the Chief Scout in 
1925 in recognition of his services. He 
has also been awarded the Scout Medal of 
Merit. 

Together with

Viscount Powerscourt, 
Commissioner, and 
Assistant District Commissioner W. M. 
Carte, Dublin Boy Scouts, Mr. Childs 
will be present at a reception of Scout 
veterans, which will be held by the Chief 
Scout, at the Jamboree on Sunday next. 


A Scouting Chrill. - 


Mr. Childs tells an amusing story of an 
experience which occurred to him, when 
scouting in Bray, many years ago. He 
was in charge of a party of Scouts 
endeavouring t» take the Dargle Bridge, 
which was being defended by another 
party of scouts. 

It was a bright moonlight night, and 
the attackers had great difficulty in 
crossing the winding road which lies 
above Kilbride Church, without being 
observed by the “enemy.” . 

Coming to a place which was shaded 
by trees, he decided to resort to artifice. 
Bending down to represent the fore part 
of an animal. he got another Scout to 
act as the hindquarters. They crossed the 
road without being challenged, moving 
along the channel in the manner of a cow 
grazing, and waiting for an opportunity 
to slip across the footpath into the woods. 

Passing within a yard of a courting 
couple seated on the bank, they were 
astonished to hear the lady asking her 
companion to look at the “old cow.”’ 
The success of the camouflage so amused 
the “old cow” that a few vards further 
on it lay down and almost choked itself 
in an endeavour fo refrain from 
laughing immoderately.

A Labour Leader. 


The unopposed election of Mr. T. J. 
O'Connell, T.D., to the chairmanship of 
the Irish Trades Union Congress, with- 


out a preliminary term as vice-chairman, | 


is something of a record. It is specially 
interesting in view of the possibility that 
the Labour Congress 
at Limerick at the 
end of this week, may 
agree to the separa- 
tion of the political 
from the industrial 
organisations hitherto 
united in one 
Congress and one 
executive. Mr. 
O’Connell’s election 
will bring him con- 
gratulations from 
Deputies of all 
parties in the Dáil, 
where he is a very 
popular and genial 
personage. If his Parliamentary leader- 
thip of the Labour T.D.’s has not shown 
quite the skill displayed by Mr. Thomas 
Johnson before the second election of two 
years ago, he has handled his party with 
courage and tact, a stiff task for the 
leader of the smallest Opposition group, 
whose natural divisions are by no means 
lessened by the pressure of the two big 
parties. Deputy O’Connell is a teacher 
by profession, but he has been so long 
General Secretary of the teachers’ 
organisation that he shows no traces of 
the schoolmaster manner which teachers 
find so hard to shake off. 

Denuty O'Connell was first elected to 
the Dail in 1922, after the Treaty. and 
sat for County Galway until 1927, when 
he transferred to his native county, Mayo.

Good Advice. 


No one in Dublin nowadays who takes 
the trouble to look into certain of the 
shop windows, has any excuse for 
persisting in mistaken conduct of any 
kind, as the mottoes engraved upon tea- 
pot stands, ash trays and other objects of 
usefulness, as well as the mottoes neatly 
framed to hang upon the wall, offer a 
whole treasury of sound advice to the 
passer-by. ‘‘If your luck is not what it 
ought to be, put a P before it,’’ is one 
favourite admonition, and, if heeded, it 
should do much towards the building 
up of character. ‘‘ Don’t carry your wish- 
bone where your backbone ought to be”’ 
is a little more complicated, but it repays 
one for thinking it out, and the lesson it 
holds is a useful one. The most casual 
reader, however, cannot have any diffi- 
culty in grasping the meaning of another 
popular motto that one meets very often 
just now, and it holds a grain of comfort 
that is lacking from the others, which 
are purely admonitory. ‘‘Polish your 
boots well,” it says; “‘you can always 


shine at cne end if you cannot. shine at 
the other.” 


Bull-dog Drummond Again. 


It is good news for everyone that Bull- 
dog Drummond is on the war-path once 
more. At the week’s end I read the tale 

of his latest adven- 
tures, ‘“‘Temple 
Tower’’ (Hodder and 
Stoughton), and re- 
joiced to find that in 
this, the sixth 
volume of the Saga, 
he has lost little cf 
his form. I do not 
regret that Carl 
Petersen and the 
horrid Irma are 
absent (save as 
memories); for I was 
wetrying of that 
incredible couple. 
The villains here are 
honest scoundrels of the Parisian under- 
world, and the Silent Strangler strangles 
quite a number of folk before Drummond’s 
well-known methods, learnt at the front, 
win through to success on the Romney 
Marshes. 

‘“Sapper’’ (H. ©. McNeile) confesses 
that he created Drummond simply because 
he wanted to kill people—in his books. 
One day he played golf with an un- 
mannerly fellow, and realised that peace 
has its drawbacks; so he created Drum- 
mond and his conrades as characters for 
whom peace never came.

‘ACusic and Conversation. 


In the Abbey Theatre the other night, 
a lew music-lovers sitting here and there 
among a large audience, leaned forward 
despairingly with a hand cupped behind 
each ear, and tried vainly to listen to the 
excellent music provided between the acts 
by Dr. Larchet’s orchestra. 

The noise of animated conversation and 
of unrestrained laughter must be heard to 
be believed. and it went on all the time 
that the orchestra was playing; and when 
a planissimo passage was reached it was 
only by watching the movements of the 
fiddle bows that one could be certain that 
the music still continued, unheeded, save 
by the very few, who fain would have 
listened had it been humanly possible. The 
loudest talkers, however, seemed to know 
by instinct when a final chord approached, 
and it was both irritating and amusing to 
watch them applaud heartily when the 
music came to an end. Enough has been 
said, I suppose, about the many members 
of the audience who persist in laughing 
delightedly at the most tragic moments of 
an Abbey play, but one feels that some 
courtesy is due to those who provide such 
good music, night after night, and to those 
who long to listen to it. 


Nicknames. 


There is no place in the world where 
nicknames are more universally used, or 
more candidly bestowed, than in an Irish 
country town or townland. A physical 
disability that might be ignored in higher 
circles will be immortalised in some frank 
appellation that may be handed down fer 
generations, to the utter bewilderment ef 
the uninitiated, who wonder how the name 
originated. A red-haired man will 
naturally be known as Foxy, but his 
black-haired grandson may be Foxy, too; a 
man with a curious halting gait will be 
Stamper, and his quite normal descendants 
may also rejoice in the name that dis- 
tinguished him. 

Gad, Gilpin, and N’ya are country nick- 
names one has come across, and every one 
has some story of its own, the last-named 
having been used as the preface to some 
far-off historical reply made to an awk- 
ward question. I knew a man who was 
afflicted with a muscular stiffness that 
slightly twisted his neck, and he was 
known all his life as ‘“ Look-up from 
Knocknagee,’’ and his children, whose 
heads were set as straight as heads could 
be, went through their youth uncom- 
plainingly as ‘‘the young Look-ups from 
Knocknagee.”’ 


Where Nelson Fell. 


The authorities seem to be playing a game 
of chess on a large scale—with our Dublin 
statues as pieces. It might even at this 
stage be possible to forecast the end of 
the game by a consideration of the pieces 
—their transfer merely or entire removal. 
Public marks of recognition of great men 
have, however, very often a habit of 
getting in the way when the novelty has 
worn off. TIT am reminded of the old lady 
who was inspecting the ‘‘ Victory,’’ of 
Trafalgar fame. A sailor—thinking he 
would enlighten her as to the items of 
interest on hoard—broéught her to a spot 
on deck where a raised brass plate 
indicated something of importance. 
‘This is the spot where Nelson fell, 
said the tar. “I don’t wonder,”’ 
replied the dame, “I tripped over it 
myself a few minutes ago.”’

THE REFORMATION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISIL TIMES. 


Sin,—Splendid! Learn from Mr. Baldwin 
and you will not learn much amiss. He is a 
fine type of Anglican layman. Logic has just 
the place it deserves to have with members of 
the Church of Ireland. The Canonical Books 
of the Old and New Testaments; the Three 
Creeds, Nicene Creed, Athanasius’s Creed, 
and that which is commonly called the 
Apostles’ Creed; the authority of the Church 
in controversies of faith; no one through his 
private judgment, willingly and purposely, 
openly breaking the traditions and ceremomes 
of the Church; a national Church having 
authority to ordain, change and abolish cere- 
monies or rites of the Church ordained only 
by man’s authority—within the large room of 
these premisses we make full use of logic. 
In the early centuries it was the heretics who 
were notorious for one-sided appeals to logic. 
‘* Be logical,” said the Arian: “Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God; a son cannot be coeval 
with his father.” “ Be logical,’ said the 
Nestorian: “Jesus Christ was man and was 
God; He was, therefore, two persons.” '' Be 
logical,’’ said the Apollinarian: ‘‘ Jesus 
Christ was not two persons; He was not, 
therefore, perfect God and perfect man, too.” 
‘* Be logical,’ said the Eutychian; “Jesus 
Christ was only one person; He could, there- 
fore, only have one nature.” Unlike the 
Roman Church, the Church ef Ireland makes 
no one-sided appeal to logic. It does not 
logically apply the principle of individualism, 
leading to sectarianism, or the principle of 
imperialism or absolutism, leading to Rome. 
Like the Church of the first four centuries, it 
keeps to the via media between extremes—a 
thoroughly safe and sound position. So 
much tor logic. 

I have to thank Father Ronan for his 
reference to the July number of the /rish 
Rosary. It will be a pleasure to defend the 
faith. The question at issue is between the 
Church of Ireland and the Church of Rome. 
Father Ronan has no right to call me good 
or above the average of my cloth The clerg; 
of the Church of Ireland follow holiness. 
They have their shortcomings, as other men 
have. They make no claims for personal 
superiority to other men. They live their 
lives in public. “By their fruits ye shall 
know them.” They win what they merit to 
win. I have pride in my clerical brethren. I 
know men of all schools of thought, and I 
helieve them to be, what they are reputed to 
be, a body of men worthy of their sacred 
calling. I am glad to number Father Ronan 
among the friends whom it is a pleasure to 
meet. 

Not a bit nonplussed, Father, at hearing of 
books that I have never read! The more 
hooks the merrier. When I was studying 
dogmatic theology in Dublin University one 
of our text books was the Canons and Decrees 
of the Council of Trent. I used the Tauchnitz 
edition (1887), and I am told it is now out of 
print. Books do go out of print. When I 
was trying to understand what it must have 
meant for Sir Peter Lewis, a member of the 
Congregation of St. Victor, an Order that I 
have defended in print for its learning and 
piety, to quit the Order, and conduct the 
Service of the 1549 Prayer-book in English, 
and was comparing the ceremonies of the 
Mass, as these are given in some of the St.

I quite agree with Father Ronan in the 
obligation that rests upon all Christian 
scholars to study the differences between the 
Churches. 1 think the Emancipation ad. 
dresses are likely to have a good effect in 
Ireland if they lead many of the people of 
Ireland to study the grounds for their reli- 
gious differences. We can now engage in 
discussion without bitterness or ill-feeling. 
and apart from the political implications that 
formerly coloured the discussion of religious 
differences between Irishmen. I thank Fathe: 
Ronan for his lesson in Catholic bibliography 
on the Early Irish Church. Do you not 
think, sir, that out of his abundance of books 
he might have spared me a few for my 
enlightenment? All honour to Father Ronan 
for his reading of all the books he mentions. 
I read McNaught’s book and do not think 
that McNaught deserves to be named in the 
same sentence with Professor Bury as a 
supporter of “the Catholic claim” about St. 
Patrick. I am glad Father Ronan admits 
that Dr. Newport J. D. White’s translation 
of St. Patrick's “ Confession ” and “ Letter ’ 
is a beautiful translation. It can be had for 
a few pence at 37 Dawson street, opposite 
the Mansion House. Surely, after our joint 
agreement on the beauty of Dr. White's 
translation of the genuine writings of St. 
Patrick, more of our fellow-countrymen wil! 
acquaint themselves with what the Saint said 
and what he omits to say. 

I deliberately omitted to finish the first 
sentence of Father Ronan’s “ The Reforma- 
tion in Dublin, 1536-1558,” because I was 
going to refer to Dr. Lawlor’s criticism of 
it, and I wanted to keep out the reference to 
“books spoiled by lamentable bigotry.”’ 
Father Ronan says in the second sentence of 
his book, “I sincerely hope I have not soiled 
any of my pages in any similar manner,” and 
Dr, Lawlor has to tell him that he has done 
so. Cannot we discuss purely historical 
questions, in the twentieth century, without 
any soiling of the pages we write? When 
the time calls for it, let us have a real, ding- 
dong, hard fight over logical, theological and 
historical questions, and over every other 
question involved, but let us fight clean, as 
Irishmen ought. 

Father Ronan missed the subtlety of my 
irony. I infer from his valuable appendices 
what a land hunger came upon the Religious 
Orders in Ireland previous to the Reforma. 
tion. Thev seem to me to be like a Roman 
whale swallowing up an Irish Jonah. I shall 
leave it at that. 

As to the leakages from the Roman 
Catholic Church in America, which Fathe: 
Ronan does not deny, I am somewhat sur- 
prised that a ‘‘ Catholic ” historian should be 
“concerned only with the question of the 
Church in Ireland.” Look back to the six 
teenth century, when the Roman Church lost 
millions of adherents in Europe; look over- 
seas, where, in America, she has been losing 
millions in recent years. Some explanation 
of these facts is necessary. For some nine 
centuries previous to the Reformation the 
Church of Rome had her day of opportunity 
in Europe, and the use, or misuse, she made 
of her pride of place brought about her 
losses in the sixteenth century and after- 
wards.

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MOTOR CARS AND THE LAW. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—My attention has been called to a 
report in your issue of the 23rd inst. of a 
case in which a Guard was charged with 
negligent and reckless driving of a motor car 
at Bray, involving the death of two other 
Guards who were passengers, and with stealing 
a motor car. The magistrate, Mr. Collins, 
refused informations on both charges, the 
counsel for the defence having stated, in 
respect to the charge of stealing the car, 
that there was no theft, as it had been shown 
that the Guards took it away merely for a 
joy ride. It seems to me, and, indeed, to 
many others, that there must be something 
wrong with our laws, which make it an 
offence—for which Mr. Collins inflicts fines— 
for an owner to park a car for more than a 
certain number of minutes in many of our 
streets, while it is quite legal for a person, 
or persons to remove a car, without the 
owner’s permission, from Anglesea street 
merely for the purpose of having a joy ride. 
If this is the law, does it also apply to 
ihe temporary acquisition, for the purpose of 
amusement, of outside cars, cabs, or even 
motor "buses, or does it only apply to private 
motor cars’? If Mr. Collins’s ruling is correct, 
it opens up a vista of endless possibilities, 
and I think it would be well if the Royal 
Irish Automobile Club and the Automobile 
Association should take the matter up, with 
a view to having the existing laws amended, 
so as to secure the sanctity of private owner- 
ship as regards motor cars, on which heavy 
taxation has to be paid.— Yours, etc., 
Josgpg X. MURPHY.

THE BANK RATE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,--The Dail is convened for special ses- 
sion on Wednesday, the 3ist inst. The first 
subject tabled for consideration is the Bank 
of Ireland Bill. The primary object of the 
bill is to have conferred on the Bank of 
Ireland the same trading facilities those 
possessed by the other irish banks. Should 
the bill be passed into law, the Bank of Ire 
land will be brought into more intimate rela- 
tions with the Irish industrial sphere than 
it has at present. The occasion, then, is oppor- 
tune to draw attention to the difference be- 
tween English and Irish banks in the rate 
of interest on advances and overdrafts. As 
is known, the interest charged by the banks 
in Ireland is one per cent. higher than that 
charged by the banks in -England. This 
differentiation has alway: somewhat mystified 
many Irish traders, and I, for one, have never 
been able to learn how it can be justified. 
Even paying due regard to the money rela- 
tions between the two countries, the reason 
for the difference referred to is still not clear. 

From the point of view of national in- 
dustry this is obviously a question of para- 
mount importance. By reason of the lower 
rate at 
borrow money he is much more favourably 
circumstanced than his Irish competitor. 
Finance is, of course, the commanding factor 
in industrial development, and, in our efforts 
to establish and foster home industries, 
suffer a severe handicap as compared with 
our neighbours across the Channel. 

Although, racially, we are an old nation, 
in the world of industry we are really young. 
Our nearest competitor is well-established, 
and enjoys the advantages conferred by 
matured experience. x 
the struggle for industrial advancement, it is 
imperative that we be in a position to com- 
mand at the very least the same financial 
facilities accorded to those industrialists with 
whom we are in closest contact. Before the 
Bank of Ireland Bill be made an enactment 
I think that, if the Government em- 
powered, it should move to have the Bank 
of Ireland rate of interest reduced 
least one per cent. If such a reduction were 
effected in the premier bank, the other Irish 
banks would inevitably fall into line, and 
thus a considerable aid would be given to 
the work of advancing our national pro- 
sper'ty. 

Incidentally I should say that, in mention- 
ing a one per cent. reduction, I regard that 
as a bare minimum. Taking into account 
England’s greater wealth and superior:ty in 
other material resources, our rate of 
interest should be a half per cent. less 
the English rate in order to approach nearer 
to an equality of advantage.— Yours, etc.,

If Mr. Barrett had 
taken any interest in the matter, he would 
have known that, out of a total number of 
about 5,500 bank officials in Ireland, more 
than 2,000 have passed the preliminary exami 
nation of the Institute, at least 750 have 
obtained the full certéficate, and 55 hold the 
special diploma in foreign exchange.

he purpose of this Jamboree is to cele- 
brate in true scouting spirit the twenty- 
first birthday of the Boy Scout movement 
It is, therefore, not out of place if I 
relate here how the movement started 
and state a few very definite reasons why. 
in the interest of civilisation. its progress 
and development should be even more 
rapid in the future. 

uring the time that I was serving in 
the Army I came to realise how little the 
school training of those days prepared the 
average boy for the exigencies of life 
and during the Boer War I did, in fact. 
have an opportunity, at the Siege of 
Mafeking, of testing the usefulness of 
boys properly organised and trained. 
In 1907 I discussed with the late Sir 
Arthur Pearson some of the theories and 
ideas which I had in mind, and we 
decided that an experimental camp should 
be held in order to test their practica- 
bility, and that if they stood the test well. 
I should publish them in book form 
under the title of ‘‘ Scouting for Bovs.”’ 

BIRTH OF THE MOVEMENT. 

This experimental camp was held on 
the Brownsea Island, off the coast of 
Dorset, in August, 1907, and a Tew 
months later ‘‘ Scouting for Boys” duly 
made its appearance. At first this book

was publishef in six separate parts, each 
of which brought upon my head a flood of 
correspondence from all parts of the 
country asking for further information 
and advice. Troops of Scouts began to 
spring up in various parts of the country, 
each apparently looking to me, as the 
author of ‘‘ Scouting for Boys,’’ for guid- 
ance. When this book was published I 
had no idea whatsoever of creating a new 
youth movement. I had, in fact, hoped 
that its contents would prove of interest 
and assistance to organisations, such as 
the Boys’ Brigade, which were doing good 
work amongst the boys of our country. 

As my post-bag became larger and 
larger, and more and more troops were 
formed, it became apparent that an 
organisation to control them would have 
to be formed, so the Boy Scouts’ Associa- 
tion was born in 1908 A short while 
afterwards its sister organisation—the 
Girl Guides’ Association—was formed, as 
it was found that girls were taking up 
the ideas enunciated in ‘‘ Scouting for 
Bovs ” with almost an ®Squal vigour ae 
their brothers. It is intcresting to note 
that the Girl Guides now outnumber the 
Hóv Scouts in the United Kingdom by 
100.000 : so none can deny that the estab- 
lishment of this second organisation was 
in accordance with the demand. 


THE TRAINING. 

The Bov Scout scheme of training is 
divided into three stages. First. for 
boys between the ayes of eight and eleven 
there are the Wolf Cubs; secondly, there 
are the Scouts for bovs up to seventeen 
vears of age; thirdly, the senior Scouts or 
Rovers. In addition, there are the Sea 
Scouts and Deep-Sea Scouts. The appeal 
of scouting has. been indeed wide. There 
are. in fact, numerous troops consisting 
entirely of physically and mentally defec- 
tive bovs, and at Imperial Headquarters 
it has been found necessary to establish 
a special department to deal with this 
important and humane section of our 
work. The public will “ba able to see at 
the Jamboree already referred to, troops 
consisting of fifty blind Scouts, fifty deaf 
and dumb Scouts, and fifty crippled 
Scouts, representing the thousands of 
phvsically defective boys undergoing our 
training. Within a very \ months ol 
the Boy Scout movement being launched 
many of the Dominions, and, In addition, 
several foreign countries, took up with 
enthusiasm the idea of scouting.

ART IN LITURGY. 
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THE SUMMER COURSE IN 
PLAINSONG. 


Yesterday marked the close of the summer 
course in plainsong initiated this year by 
the Very Rev. Dean Burke, in his endeavour 
towards a more perfect furtherance of the 
Lithurgical revival. Side by side with the 
lectures on plainsong there have been lec- 
tures on sacred liturgy by the Reverened J. 
B O'Connell, B.D., Dublin; on architecture 
by Professor Rudolp Butler, University Col- 
lege, Dublin; and on art by Mr. Thomas 
Bodkin, Director of the National Gallery, 
Ireland. 

_ A very interesting feature of the lectures 
in plainsong is that the lecturer was the 
Reverend Father Dom Jean Hebert Desroc- 
quettes, O.8.B. Of the Solesmes Community, 
this distinguished Benedictine scholar, studied 
under Dom Mocquereau from 1911 to 1925, 
and is one of the greatest ‘authorities on 
plainsong. He accompanied Dom Mocquereau 
on a lecture tour in the United States and 
Canada, and Jater was organist at Solesmes, 
and subseqently choirmaster of the new com- 
munity at Quarr. He is the author of learned 
works on ‘‘ Rhythmic Accompaniment accord- 
ing to the Solesmes Method.” 

ECCLESIASTICAL ART. 

An exhibition of objects of ecclesiastical 
art, organised by Miss Charlotte Dease, was 
not the least noteworthy side of the summer 
course, The collection on view contained 
many beatutiful samples of medieval and 
modern art. There are some very fine old 
Russian and Byzantine Icons from collections 
of Lady Esmonde, Major Dease, Mr. CC 
Esmonde, and others. A very rare exhibit 
was a tryptich, “Christ Rising from the 
Tomb.”’ the work -of Bellini, lent by Mrs. 
Fogarty. There were similar pieces of 
Russian and Byzantine origin, very striking 
samples of art. Some old penal crosses also 
caught the eye, as did.a very chaste chalice. 
dating from the seventeenth century, used 
by Bishop Dease, of Meath, and lent for the 
exhibition by Major Dease. 

In modern art there were some beautifully 
worked specimens of stained glass by the 
An t-Ur Gloine, and vestments worked by 
the Dun Emer Guild. A tabernacle door by 
Miss Cranwell] showed excellent workmanship. 
As samples of church architecture there were 
some striking designs by Professor R. Butler, 
whilst as a study in mural decoration a study 
of Charlemagne’s Envoy on a visit to Clon- 
macnoise was a striking example of the art of 
Miss Brigid O’Brien, daughter of the Presi- 
dent of the Royal Irish Academy. 

The exhibition was widely patronised 
during the course by students and visitors. 
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WORKERS’ CONFERENCE 
IN LIMERICK. 
EFFECTS OF TARIFF ON 
WOOLLENS. 


Speaking at the annual Delegate Confer. 
ence of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union at Limerick on Monday 
night, Senator Thomas Foran, General Pres) 
dent, said that in the last twelve months the 
Union had again proved itself the most effec- 
tive weapon of defence in the hands of the 
general body of workers in Ireland. In many 
respects its activities had been more pro- 
nounced and more widespread than at any 
period within the last six or seven years. 

Industrial and agricultural depression, he 
regretted to say, was still the outstanding 
feature of the economic position throughout 
the country, in spite of all the Government 
assertions to the contrary, and it had its 
effect on trade union membership. The new 
tariffs on wollens. had meant more work and 
fuller working weeks for the mills, but not 
the absorption of more workers into the 
industry. Unfortunately some of the em 
plovers had decided to reduce wages in these 
mills, but their workers had come to the 
Union asking for its help, and in several cases 
it had succeeded in improving both wages 
and conditions. 

From the trade union point of view, one of 
the most satisfactory things during the year 
was the determination of the workers nearly 
evervwhere not to allow old-standing cordi- 
tions and agreements to be broken.

At the resumed inquest yesterday at 
Broughshane, near Ballymena, into the 
ydeath of Thomas Sloan, an old pensioner, 
aged 71,, whose funeral was stopped by the 
police on Sunday, 9th June, a verdict of 
death from natural causes was returned, 

Sloan, who died on 7th June, resided with 
a married daughter, Mrs. Lizzie McAuley, 
and a sensation was caused on the 12th June, 
when she died as a result of having taken 
poison, self administered. There were ailega- 
tions at the time that the old man had been 
poisoned. 

THE MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

At yesterday’s inquiry Dr. McMaster gaye 
evidence that Mrs. McAuley was most atten- 
tive and kind to her father. 

Proceeding, the witness read the report 
of Mr. J. Harold Totten, Public Analyst. 
who stated that, as the result of the examina- 
tion of Sloan’s organs, he was unable to de 
tect any poisonous or injurious substance 
which could account for his death. He died 
from natural causes. 

District Inspector Smal! said that Sloan’s 
funeral was stopped as the result of state. 
ments made to him by Mrs. Peters, a dauch- 
ter of Sloan, and Thomas Sloan, a son of the 
deceased man. The statements were to the 
effect that Sloan had been poisoned. 

CORONER'S REMARKS. 

Mr. John Owens, Deputy Coroner, said 
that the statements made by Mrs. Peters and 
Thomas Sloan were without foundation. In 
the meantime Mrs. McAuley, driven to frenzy 
by the reports and the investigations of the 
police, in a weak moment poisoned herself. 

“I say,” continued Mr. Owens, “ after 
careful deliberation and consideration, that 
her death lies at the door of Mrs. Peters and 
her brother. and if there ig any law in the 
land that could be put in force to punish 
these people it should be put in force at once. 
because they are as responsible for causing 
her death as if they had gone in and dosed 
her with the poison that she took.”

SIGHT-SEEING PLANS.

TRAVELLING DRAPERY SHOP. 

One of the most remarkable smuggling 
cases that has yet come to light at Monaghan 
was that which was tried yesterday befor 
District Justice Goff, when an aged woman 
named Annie McKenna, who formerly be- 
longed to Belfast, but had come to Co. 
Monaghan on account of her health, was 
charged with importing articles of clothing 
on which duty had not been paid. 

The evidence of Robert Harris, the Customs 
Preventive Officer at Monaghan, was that 
he found Mrs. McKenna in a third class 
compartment. When entering the carriage 
to inspect it in the ordinary way he found 
nothing but a little handbag with oranges in 
it. He inquired from Mrs. McKeuna if she 
had any dutiable articles, and she replied 
in the’ negative. As he was leaving the 
carriage he observed a parcel under the seat. 
He inquired from her why she had not de 
clared it, and she said that it was only old 
clothing of her own. On opening it 1 
there was found old clothing, but there was 
also a number of new articles. 
men’s caps and children’s overalls. 

The officer proceeded to state that he 
noticed the woman’s clothing appeared very 
bulky. Another officer then joined him. 
The train had already been held up for 
some considerable time, and then the woman 
admitted she had other articles of clothing 
on her person. She was ordered off the 
train, and brought into the private office at 
the Customs. It was found that she had 
sixteen ladies’ overalls, three pairs of ladies’ 
corsets. SIX ladies’ hlouses. two centlemen’s 
pullovers, children’s overalls and some other 
articles hidden in her clothing. The value 
of all was fixed by her at £6 1s. She paid 
£20 17s. 3d. to the Customs Officer, and was 
released. 

Mrs. MceKenna’s solicitor. Mr. 
said that there was little use in defending 
this ease, The witness could not he contra 
dicted, and this lady seemed to have been 
decorated in an extraordinary manner. 
earned her livelihood by selling these 
around the country 
Belfast. Though the Commissioners had 
elected to go for the £100 penalty, he 
thought the justice could deal with it under 
the other section. 

The Justice intimated that he could not 
do so, and Mr. Laverty asked him to mitigate 
the penalty. 

The Justice said that he feared he could 
not do that, particularly as it was such a 
very definite case. He imposed a fine of 
£100, and recommended that it should be re 
mitted to £50. An adjournment was about 
to take place, but the defendant could not 
find bail and she paid £40 into court,

The Lough Foyle Dispute. 

The dispute between the two Irish 
Governments concerning the fishing 
rights in Lough Foyle raises an impor- 
tant issue. Donegal fishermen, who 
have obtained licences from the Moville 
Board of Conservators, have been fishing 
in the waters of Lough Foyle, over 
which the Honourable Irish ‘Society 
claims full rights. These rights—real or 
supposititious—have been leased by the 
Society to the Foyle and Bann Fisheries 
Company, which issues licences for fishing 
in the lough and regards all unlicensed 
fishermen as trespassers. Recently the 
officials of the company decided to stop the 
alleged poaching of the Donegal fishermen. 
Captain Kinnaird, manager of the com- 
pany, went out in a boat and found a 
number of these men fishing in the 
disputed waters. After a struggle he 
seized the Donegal men’s. nets; but, 
on the following night, according to 
an affidavit which he has sworn, 
two of his company’s boats were 
sunk as a reprisal. The company then 
applied to the Northern Courts for an 
injunction, which was granted last week,

Free State was established by the Anglo- 
Irish Treaty of 1921, Northern Ireland 
already was a separate State, and, by 
virtue of its definition in the Government 
of Ireland Act of 1920, consisted of the 
six parliamentary counties of Antrim, 
Armagh, Down, Fermanagh, Londonderry 
and Tyrone, with the County Boroughs of 
Beliast and Londonderry, and, in the 
strict letter of the law, of nothing else.

A Dominion 
correspondent of The Times reports that 
alarm has been excited in Canada, 
Australia and South Africa. It must be 
remembered that imperial preference is a 
policy which is in no way bound up with 
the creed of high protection, It is a 
mutual arrangement between the mother 
country and the Dominions and Colonies 
for the purpose of mutual assistance in 
the establishment of sure and stable 
markets. Only accidentally, in fact, does 
it come to pass that the machinery of 
tarifis has been chosen as the means for 
its operation. To direct against this 
policy the dialectics of free trade, there- 
fore, is wholly unreasonable. Free trade 
as a guiding principle is not endangered, 
and Mr. Snowden’s language concerning 
food taxes takes its spring in an old and 
long decided controversy in order to hurt a 
present policy which the most earnest of 
free trade advocates consistently can 
support. When the Socialist speaks of 
“food taxes' he suggests to the un- 
instructed populace the notion that 
preference imposes, or would impose, a 
tariff on the essential foodstuffs—on 
wheat and meat. In point of fact, how- 
ever, Canada exports more wheat than 
Britain can consume. No one proposes, 
therefore, a tax on foreign wheat, In 
like fashion wool—the most important of 
commodities after food—is exported by 
Australia in bigger quantities than Britain 
can buy; and again, imperial preference 
proposes no tax. On the other hand, sugar, 
dried fruits and wine are produced 
in the Dominions and Colonies on such a 
scale that British preference alone ensures 
the profitable continuance of their pro- 
duction. If Mr. Snowden is to be under- 
stood as wishing to abolish all taxes on 
these goods, so that foreign sugar, dried 
fruits and wine shall compete on an equal 
footing with those from the British terri- 
tories, then he proposes to weaken the 
allegiance of the young nations of the 
Commonwealth to the imperial bond. The 
duties concerned are revenue duties, and 
their relaxation in favour of the 
Dominions is a device that has served 
imperial interests. While helping the 
Dominions, it has created therein an in- 
creased demand for the products of the

OBITUARY. 
INSPECTOR-GENERAL C. W 
BUCHANAN-HAMILTON. 


Deputy Inspector-General C. W. Buchanan 
Hamilton, R.N., whose death is reported, was 
a son of the late Rev. Canon John Hamilton, 
of Annaghdown Rectory, Co. Galway. born 
in 1852, he entered the Navy as surgeon in 
1878, and served in various ships on the East 
Indies Station until 1887. In the Egyptian 
War of 1882 he was the surgeon of H.M $. 
Beacon, and was present at the bombardment 
of Alexandria. He landed with the Naval 
Brigade for the seizure of the Suez Canal, 
and was present at the occupation of Port 
Said, Ismailia and Suez, and at the surrender 
of Aboukir, Damietta and the Ghimileh 
Forts. In 1884, while serving in H.M.S. 
Sphinx, the Commodore's ship at Suakin, he 
landed as surgeon to the Royal Marine 
Battalion during the Sudan Expedition of 
that year, and was afterwards surgeon of the 
Base Hospital at Suakin. In the following 
vear he was attached to the Burma Field 
Force, and served with the Naval Brigade in 
the advance upon Upper Burma. He was 
present at the capture of Mandalay and in 
the subsequent operations. Promoted Staff 
Surgeon in 1890, he served at home and on 
the Australian Station, and also at Ascension 
Hospital. Later he was promoted Fleet 
Surgeon, and served for some years on the 
China Station. He returned home in 1904, 
and was stationed at Sheerness Dockyard. 
He retired, on reaching the age hmit in 1907. 
with the rank of Honorary Deputy Inspector-

A LONG TREK.

PRINCE OF WALES COMING BY AIR. 
The Prince of Wales, who will fly to 
Hooton, a few miles away, will arrive at 
the Jamboree to spend twenty-four hours 
with the scouts. The Prince will leave 
Hendon Aerodrome at about 35.50 on 
Thursday afternoon in a Westland Wapiti 
aeroplane, and will be escorted by a 
second Wapiti machine carrying his 
Equerry-in-Waiting. His pilot will be 
Squadron-Leader Don. Both machines 
will be provided by the Communication 
Squadron, whose headquarters are at 
Ruislip, Middlesex. Having dropped the 
Prince and his Equerry at Hooton, the 
machines go on to Seal, and are to return 
for the Royal visitor on Friday afternoon. 
The Prince’s arrival at Hooton is timed 
for 5.15 p.m. He will be met by the

BERLIN, Tuesday. 
The start of the Graf Zeppelin on its 
flight to America has been fixed for the 
early hours of Thursday morning. 
Twenty-one passengers, over two tons of 
cargo, and about seven hundred-weight of 
mail will be carried on the trip. 

The start has had to be postponed, 
some of the passengers being unable to 
arrive at Friedrichshafen before Wednes- 
day evening.

One of them is 
a member of the party of American 
business men and their wives who now are 
touring in Soviet Russia. They are using 
all possible means of transport from 
motor car to aeroplane, in their hurried 
journey from Samara, on the River Volga. 
The second couple are travelling from the 
United States in the Mauretania. Both 
have sent telegrams to Dr. Eckener saying 
that they expect to be here in time for the 
start.

So far as could be 
gathered yesterday, no definite step has 
been taken by the Ministry to preyent 
enforcement of the writ of injunction 
granted to the Fisheries Company by 
Lord Justice Andrews in the Northern 
Ireland Court last week, but it is thought 
that representations on the subject may 
be addressed to the British Government 
within the next few days.

EXTENDED. 


W ASTE-SPINNERS’

NO NEGOTIATIONS

The second day of the Lancashire cotton 
dispute revealed a marked cleavage 
between the Spinners’ and the Card- 
room Operatives’ Associations. 


Last night it was announced that the 
stoppage might extend to the cotton- 
waste spinning section of the industry, 
whose employers also propose to en- 
force a wage reduction of two shiilings 
and sixpence halfpenny in the £. 


HOW THE CLEAVAGE 
AROSE. 


OFFICIAL’S STATEMENT. 

The General Council of the Amalga- 
tnated Weavers’ Association, which has re- 
fused to discuss a wage reduction, held a 
meeting at Bury of 160 delegates, repre- 
senting 37 districts. After two hours’ dis- 
cussion the delegates reaffirmed the Asso- 
ciation’s attitude, and passed the follow- 
ing resolution :— 

“ This delegate meeting of the Amalga- 
mated Weavers’ Association expresses the 
fullest appreciation of the determined 
stand taken |by .our members in the 
dispute now in progress, and of their 
loyalty in standing firm to maintain their 
present wage rates.’’ 

Mr. A. Naesmith, Secretary, after hav- 
ing announced the result, said that no 
further meeting of the Association had 
been arranged, and there was no sugges- 
tion of any joint meeting between the 
weavers’ and the spinning and cardroom 
operatives’ organisation. ‘‘ There is,” he 
added, ‘‘a distinct cleavage, and no 
approach has been made by us to either 
the spinners or the cardroom operatives.’’ 

The spinners and cardroom operatives 
were willing, before the breakdown of. the 
conferences last week, to accept the prin- 
ciple of a wage reduction, and to nego- 
tiate as to its extent, 


EMPLOYERS’ MEETING. 

The General Committee of the Master 
Cotton-Spinners’ Federation also met in 
Manchester, and, after considering a full 
report of last week’s conferences, passed 
the following resolution :— 

“That the action of the Employers’ 
Wages Committee in connection with the 
wages question be confirmed.’’ 

After the official announcement of this 
resolution Mr. F. Holroyd, President of 
the Master Cotton Spinners’ Federation, 
told the Press :—'.We are ready at any 
moment to re-open negotiations.”’ 

The Mastér Cotton Spinners’ Federation 
represents majnly the spinning, as distinct 
from the weaving, side of the industry. 
The latter is represented by the Cotton 
Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ Association, 
who maintain the same attitude as their 
fellow-employers. 


A STUMBLING BLOCK. 

The Operative Spinners’ Amalgamation 
was also in session in Manchester, but it 
was Officially stated that only domestic 
business was discussed. 

The General Secretary, Mr. H. Booth- 
man, subsequently issued to the Press a 
statement on the wages question, which 
had been circulated among all provincial 
and district officials and committees of the 
amalgamation. It reported the failure of 
last week's negotiations, and stated :— 

‘The discussions with the employers 
were very prolonged, and were undoubtedly 
of a more difficult nature than any 
previously experienced. The reasons for 
this are obvious, and are to be found in 
the position of the trades, being of a more 
involved character. financially, and in 
every other respect, than at any time in 
its history. 

‘* Your Executive Council, after taking 
into account all the circumstances with 
which the trade and the operatives were 
faced, were prepared to accept the posi. 
tion that a-reduction of wages should be 
accepted as a principle, and that negotia- 
tions should ensue as to the amount of 
such reduction. The Executive Council 
in the manufacturing section of the 
industry were not prepared to accept. this 
principle, although they were prepared to 
accept arbitration. So the Card-room 
Workers’ Executive and your Executive 
Council thereupon intimated to the 
employers’ representatives that we were 
willing to begin negotiations on the terms 
of the reduction. 

‘‘ Subsequently, a representative meet- 
ing of the Card-room Workers’ Amalga- 
mation passed a resolution adverse to 
this decision, and this complication pre- 
vented negotiations for a settlement frem 
being resumed.”’ 


POSSIBLE EXTENSION. 

A new feature of the situation is the 
possible extension of the stoppage to 
another branch of the trade. Notices 
have been posted by the Cotton-waste 
Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, to expire on Monday next. This 
Association is seeking the same reduction 
as the employers in the main spinning 
and weaving sections of the industry, 
namely—2s. 64d. in the &. 

A meeting of the employers and opera- 
tives concerned in the spinning of cotton 
waste was held during the afternoon in 
Manchester. The official report issued at 
its close stated that questions relating to 
existing anomalies in the industry were 
discussed, but that no further report was 
before the meeting. _ 

The Cotton-waste Spinners’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association will meet in Man- 
chester to-morrow to discuss the whole 
situation. sr 3 

The Operative Spinners 
will also hold a meeting . of 
delegates in Manchester to-day. 


ARTIFICIAL SILK INDUSTRY. 

The cotton trade dispute is likely 
seriously to affect some of the thousands 
of workers employed by Messrs. Cour- 
taulds, Ltd., the great artificial silk com- 
pany. On inquiry at Courtaulds yester- 
dav a Press Association reporter was 
given the following information :—“ A 
substantial percentage of our output 1s 
taken by the Lancashire mills, and is 
specially manufactured to suit their re- 
quirements.

The final dividend statement of Arthur

SCOUTS’ SPLENDID 
RECORD, 


+ 

In a leading article upon the Boy Scouts’ 
Coming-of-Age Jamboree, which will be 
opened by the Duke of Connaught to-day, 
The Times remarks :—The 50,000 Scouts 
encamped to-day at Birkenhead are boys of 
many different countries and colours and 
classes and creeds. Yet—an example full of 
encouragement for their elders throughout the 
world—they are a band of brothers, united 
by the common aim of doing service and 
showing kindness to each other and to all 
mankind. When the Great War broke out 
the Association was still in its infancy. The 
fact that 150,000 ex-Scoufts—eleven of whom 
won the Victoria Cross and 10,000 of whom 
were killed—fought for their King and coun- 
try does not stamp tl.em as a military force. 
They only served, like everyone else who 
could, as part of the manhood of the Empire. 
The specially remarkable feature of the work 
of the Association during the war was the 
tact and intelligence and willingness shown 
by every unit of the existing Boy Scouts of 
all the combatant nations, each in their own 
country, in voluntary public services of all 
kinds, however dull and monotonous in places 
outside, and generally far removed from, the 
zone of the armies. 

The same zeal and endurance, and readiness 
to oblige are almost universally known and 
acknowledged to be the hallmark and dis- 
tinguishing badge of the association in time 
of peace. In own country from the 
throne to the humblest cottage they 
recognised and honoured as only second to 
the police in general utility. King Edward 
was their firm friend; King George is their 
patron to-day; the Prince of Wales and the 
Duke of Connaught are the Chief Scouts for 
‘Nales and for Canada, and there is not a 
leading man in the country who would not 
gladly and proudly see his name’ connected 
with them. It can justly be said of them 
that as a body they practise what the Chief 
Scout preaches, 

At the Wembley Jamboree in 1924, not 
one single disciplinary case was reported to 
the officers of the camp, and it will be a 
matier for astonishment if Arrowe Park does 
not show an equally clean sheet this week. 

In a tribute to the genius of the Chief 
Scout, it said by the Principal of 
Columbia University, New York, that in a 
bare decade he had done more 
methods of character-training than all the 
schoolmen in America sincle the Pilgrims 
landed on the New England coast. ‘* And 
so’’—not only in this country, but all over 
the world—*“ say all of us.”

NAVAL POWER. 


PROPOSED CONFERENCES. 

[In a dispatch from Washington yesterday 
The Times Correspondent says :—In the last 
few days, the prediction that London, and 
not Washington, will be the scene of a con- 
ference of the five principal naval Powers, 
to take place perhaps next spring, and to 
make the conference of 1931 unnecessary, has 
become a commonplace of semi-official con- 
versation here. 

The idea that two conferences—one dealing 
with cruisers and other auxiliary craft, and 
another, in 1931, to be concerned with capital 
ships and aeroplane carriers—might be held 
has apparently been dismissed. The practica- 
bility and wisdom of a single conference, sum- 
moned as early as possible, but by no 
manner of means until earlier negotiation 
has ensured success, are if current talk is to 
be believed, already admitted in London and 
Washington. In the official mind here, more- 
over, there does not seem to be any grave 
doubt that Paris, Rome and Tokyo will be 
won over to the su tion, or that a 
grandiose plan of naval reduction affecting 
all classes of warships, and all the great 
Heets of the world can be devised.

AUTHORITIES TAKE ACTION 

In a message from Paris last night, The 
Times Correspondent says :—After consulting 
with M. Chiappe, Prefect of Police, M. Tar- 
dieu, Minister of the Interior, has issued the 
following order concerning the anti-militarist 
demonstration proposed by the Communist 
Party for August 1 :— 

All processions or meetings upon the public 
highway are forbidden. Any attempt to 
interfere with the right to work, any attempt 
at violence, and particularly any such attempt 
made by the ‘‘defence groups” which 
have been created to oppose the agents 
of constituted authority will be repressed. 
anybody arrested in flagrante delicto, or 
carrying arms, will immediately be proceeded 
against by the Public Prosecutor. Any 
foreigner associating with the demonstrations 
will be deported. 

Counting all ranks, 22,000 Metropolitan 
Police, supported by the garrison of Paris 
and detachments of police and troops from 
the provinces, will he engaged from to- 
morrow evening in seeing that these instruc- 
tions are carried out. 

The communiqué from the Ministry of the 
Interior justifies the exceptional severity of 
these precautionary measures by announcing 
that the Third International has instructed 
the Communist Party to ‘‘ conquer the public

LONDON CONVERSATIONS. 

The Times, commenting editorially on the 
discussions which have begun between Mr. 
Henderson and M. Dovgalevsky, the Soviet 
Ambassador in Paris, remarks :—The Prime 
Minister and the Foreign Secretary know 
that they cannot negotiate with the Soviet 
Government as they negotiate with other 
Governments. They must lay down cond- 
tions. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald laid them 
down five years ago in “A _ Published 
Dispatch,” and in the debate on the Address 
the other day he declared with emphasis 
that ‘‘the conditions remain,” and that, “ of 
course.” he and his “colleagues stand by 
them.”’ In that dispatch Mr. Macdonald 
‘informed the Soviet Government that no 
British Government “will ever tolerate an 
arrangement with a foreign Government by 
which the latter is in formal diplomatic re- 
lations of a correct kind with it, while at 
the same time a propagandist body organi- 
cally connected with that foreign Government 
encourages, and even orders, subjects of the 
former to plot and plan revolutions for its 
overthrow.”” ‘‘No one,” he wrote, “ who 
understands the constitution and the relation- 
ships of the Communist International “will 
doubt its intimate connection and contact 
with the Soviet Government,” and he bluntly 
informed the Moscow Government that “it 
ought not to make agreements which it 
knows it cannot carry out.” 

Mr. Henderson also in the debate on the 
Address made light of a recent manifesto of 
the Third International, but he affirmed that 
on Soviet propaganda the Labour Govern- 
ment adhere to the doctrine of Mr. Mac- 
donald’s dispatch. ‘* That,” he said, “ is our 
position to-day, and it will remain our 
position.”” How will the Soviet Government 
regard these downright and binding declara- 
tions? They are the necessary result of the 
root principle of Bolshevism—the principle 
that its only hope of safety and of survival 
in its conflict with the traditional civilisations 
of the world is to provoke a world-revolution 

On the whole it seems probable that the 
Moscow rulers and their displomatists will 
not be too exacting on this occasion. Con- 
versations on procedure are likely to. be 
followed in due course by formal negotiations, 
and these in turn may lead to an accommoda- 
tion of some kind, It need not matter very 
much so long as the taxpayer is not called 
upon for subsidies to Moscow, and so long 
as the Labour Government adhere in aetion 
to those principles and conditions which the 
Prime Minister laid down in 1924, and which 
he and his Foreign: Secretary’ have" just te- 
affirmed without reserve.

SIGNOR MUSSOLINI 
AND ART. 


By OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Yesterday I met in Dublin one of the 
best known figures in the Art Galleries of 
Europe, and probably the greatest living 
authority on the Italian school of paint- 
ing. He is Signor Modligiani, Director 
of the Brera at Milan, and Art Director 
of all the galleries, churches and monu- 
ments in Umbria. 

Signor Modligiani is typical of the new 
Italy. Keen and enthusiastic, he spoke 
in fluent English of his plans for. the 
forthcoming exhibition of Italian paint- 
ings, which will open at Burlington 
House. London, next March. As Com- 
missioner for the Exhibition, a position 
to which he has been appointed by Signor 
Mussolini, he has been inspecting the Art 
Galleries of Great Britain, seeking for 
fine examples of the Italian artists for the 
exhibition. 

“IT found myself in England,” he said, 
‘and, although it involved a sea voyage, 
I had. to cross to Dublin to see the 
pictures at your National Gallery. What 
a surprise was in store for me! IT knew 
that there were pictures of great merit in 
the Gallery, but I never knew that the 
general average of the collection was so 
excellent.”

The Domenico Feti ‘Parable of the Lord 
of the Vineyard,’ -which I believe Mr. 
Bodkin has presented to the Gallery, is 
a nice little picture.” 

“Yes,” he went on, “the creation of 
such an art gallery in the space of 
seventy years is little short of a miracle. 
It shows how much can be done by hard 
work, enthusiasm and the love of art. 
But, then, you were specially blessed 
with really great directors like Sir Hugh 
Lane and Henry Doyle; and, from what 
[ have Mr. Bodkin’s work—the 
hanging of the pictures and the good 
order of the Gallery—he jis carrying on 
their fine traditions. | sometimes see 
galleries with larger staffs, but much dis- 
order.

When 
the police attempted to arrest a “Red ” 
speaker, who, apparently, was responsible 
for a very wild speech, it Was discovered 
that a loud speaker had been connected 
with the Moscow Radio Broadcasting 
Station and the voice issuing therefrom 
was actually proceeding from the 
Kremlin, well out of reach of the 
Viennese police. 

At Zagreb the local police have dis- 
covered an sercplane hidden im the yard 
of a factory where ‘‘ Red’’ workmen 
predominate. The use to which the aero- 
plane was to have been put during the 
““ Red "” disturbances no one can say. A 
general round up of ‘Communist agitators 
in Belgrade has resulted in a hundred 
and fifty new tenants for the city jail. 

A similar round-up has been carried out 
at Prague. At Brunn the Communist 
deputy, Hruska, has been arrested, and 
at Sofia thirty-three armed agitators have 
been thrown into prison. 

Stacks of the most intense inflammatory 
literature have been seized. at the ‘‘ Red ”’

BRITISH REVENUE.

SMALL RECEIPTS AND 
EXPENDITURE, 

Last week a small revenue and a small 
expenditure balanced each other very closely. 
Revenue was £10,757,001, than which the 
expenditure of £10,169,855 was only £587,146 
less. The chief producers of revenue were 
income tax (£1.9 millions), estate duties (£2.5 
millions), Customs (£2.9 millions), and the 
Post Office net receipt £1 million. 

Supply services again made by far the 
greatest claim (£6.5 millions) in expenditure. 
Sinking fund, however, received a rathe: 
jarger contribution (£1.7 millions) than usual. 
The National Debt required something under 
a million, owing to £300,000 having been paid 
out, to meet capital expenditure, and to re- 
demption of National Savings Certificates 
exceeding receipts on that count by 
£250,000. Other issues exceeded other re- 
cepits by £550,000, or just less than the 
week's excess of revenue. loating 
however. rose slightly by £220,000 as a result 
of..somewhat larger balances in the Exche- 
quer. - 


RATES. 
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THE HONEST TAXPAYER 
AND THE OTHERS. 


—~—-----—- 


Mr. A. B, Delaney, Local - Government 
Inspector, attended the meeting of Wexford 
County Cuuncil on Monday last, when a con- 
siderable portion of a lengthy sitting was 
occupied with a discussion on the state of 
the Poor Rate collection. In a report sub- 
mitted at the previous meeting Mr. Delaney 
recommended the dismissal of two of the 
colleetors. 

Resolutions were submitted on Monday 
last from the Finance Committee directing 
the ¢ollectors to show. greater activity in 
their work on the new rate, and stating that 
as the Council were obliged to. hold up pay- 
ments to public bodies, etc. owing to the 
present state of their finances the _ position 
would become serious unless the collectors 
pushed forward their work more rapidly, 

The Assistant Secretary submitted figures 
showing that the total arrears to 1928-29 
amounted to £10,718. Thearrears for 1928-29 
were £8,059, and the amount outstanding on 
the first moiety of the 1929-70 rate ending 
September 30th, 1929, was £52,000. 

By 32 votes to ó the Council approved of a 
recommendation to appdint a rates. inspector 
for the county. 


POSITION NOT IMPROVING 

Mr. Delaney, inspector, said that he did 
not agree with the view of some members 
that the position had improved since he made 
his report: the position, if anything, had 
become worse. Wexford County was in an 
anomalous position. It was the worst in the 
area of his inspection duties. It was not an 
impoverished county, as some of the others 
were, and it should discharge its duty in a 
better way. There had been evasion on the 
part of a certain number of ratepayers. He 
was satisfied there were genuine cases of 
inability to pay, but the Council should clear 
off all irrecoveralile rates, and not allow them 
to remain dangling year after year. 


THE MAN HARD HIT. 

The man who was being hard hit was the 
honest ratepayer.. He was not only called 
upon to pay his own rates, but had also to 
pay for the negligent and. sometimes dis- 
honest defaulter. It was very unfair that the 
honourable ratepaver shovld be so mulcted. 
Some members said that the number of rate- 
payers was going down, but all he could 
sav was that the Council were going the best 
wav towards diminishing the number. 

The Council were largely responsible. They 
had paid over £1.000 in interest last year, 
and probably would have to pay more this 
rear. 

The Chairman said that Mr. Delaney, 
although he had lectured them. did not give 
them any instructions as to how to improve 
the position, He (the chairman) would be 
very glad if they could haye dée-rating, as 
they had.in Northern Ireland and tm England. 
The position to-day was that it took a vety 
strong and energetic man tó he able to pay 
the exorhitant rates.

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THE ORIGIN OF THE 
RAND GOLD, 
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From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
JOHANNESBURG, Tuesday, 

The members of the British Associa- 
tion are now assembling in large numbers. 
Two special trains arrived this morning, 
and two others are due to-morrow. il 
the parties are being entertained at Kim- 
berley for a day on pasting through. 

The university buildings here present a 
scene of great activity, and Johannesburg 
nas produced its best winter weather for 
the occasion. 

Only the Geological section- was in 
session to-day. This section is proceeding 
t6-night to Pretoria, where it will sit in 
conjunction. with the International 
Geological Congress. 

Sir Albert Kitson delivered his presi- 
dential address, and afterwards Professor 
R. B. Young described the geological 
features of the Witwatersrand area. He 
ended by saying :—‘' It has been proposed 
that anyone starting a discussion on the 
origin of the Witwatersrand gold should 
be shot at dawn.’’ This did not prevent 
some heated discussion arising on the sub- 
ject. 

Mr. F. P. Mennell said that he did 
not want to strike a discordant note, but 
he was unable to accept the theory that 
the Rand gold was alluvial in origin. 

Sir Albert Kitson, however, tavoured 
this theory, and drew an analogy with the 
geological features of the Gold Coast. 
Nowhere, he said, had he found evidence 
of gold coming from deep-seated sources. 


RICHES OF THE COLONIES 


WHAT .GEOLOGICAL 
SURVEYS REVEALED. 
The British Association this morning 
opened its sittings here with the presidential 
address of Sir Albert Kitson in the Geology 
Section, his subject being, “The Utility of 
Geological Surveys to Colonies and Pro- 

tectorates of the British Empire.’ 

Many striking examples of this usefulness 
were cited by Sir Albert, who dwelt especially 
on the fact that the work of such surveys was 
in no wise confined to determining the nature 
of the rocks of a country, their distribution, 
and'the presence or absence of valuable 
minerals. 

In the term Geological Survey the word 
geological had to be taken in its broadest 
sense; for the Geological Survey played a 
part, if an unobtrusive part, in connection 
with mining, agriculture, stock-raising, water 
supply, forestry, public works, sanitation, 
road-metalling, etc. 


BLIND BORING. 
Thus the occurrence of subterranean water. 


-as artesian, was dependent on the characte 


of the strata and their disposition. Blind 
boring on sites selected by people without 
geological knowledge had meant the waste of 
ms monev, labour and time, and the same 
could be said oí the boring for oil and eoal. 

Thus J. E. Pogue, in his “ Economics of 
Petroleum,’ published in 1921, savs that of 
an extensive series of American  oil-well 
records eighty-five per cent. of the wells sunk 
in accordance with geological advice proved 
successful, whereas of those sunk at random 
only five per cent. were productive. 

In his presidential address to this section 
at the Bournemouth meeting in 1919, Dr. J 
W. Evans, C.B.E., said—‘t The sum total of 
the fands which have heen uselessly expended 
in this country alone in hopeless explorations 
for minerals, in complete disregard of the 
most obvious geological evidence, would have 
heen sufficient to. defray manv times over the 
cost of a complete scientific underground 
survey.” 


MUCH MONEY WASTED. 

“The directors of the geologica) surveys 
of several Colonies,’ Sir Albert «dded, 
“ have informed me that many thousands of 
pounds have been spent fruitlessly in boing 
at unsuitable places in the attempt to get 
good supplies of underground water.’ 

In giving a detailed list of the functions 
of a-geological survey, the speaker included : 
‘Advice to Government regarding opeia 
tions of prospectors and prevention of frau 
dulent flotation of companies.”’ 

As regards public works, special assis'ance 
eould be given with regard to 

(1). The discovery of rocks, suitable for 
constructional purposes (such as for nouses, 
bridges, drains, macadam), and of limest: ne. 
for lime mortar, concrete, cement and house 
washes. 

2), ‘The character of the foundations for 

bridges, large buildings, dams and break- 
waters. 
(3). The nature of the rocks in areas wheie 
new roads are to be made, ‘This 1s mainly 
for possible variations of route, with 
reduction of expense in construction and 
maintenance. 


NEEDS OF MOTORISTS. 

With regard to-roads the following passage 
shows that the special needs of motorists 
are not overiobhed 

‘*Quartzite, quartz-schist, and hornstone 
are used largely in some countries, but the 
excessive wear of tyres, the brittleness of 
the rocks, the serious effect of hard sharp 
edged particles of dust on the lungs, the 
non-binding character of the material- all 
are against the use of this type of stone, 
despite the lower cost of excavation and 
breakage.’ 

Among the examples of the benefits of 
geological surveys which could be set down 
in balance-sheet form Sir Albert quoted the 
discovery by the mineral survey of Southern 
Nigeria of the large black coal field, from 
which the Government had extracted bet ween 
1916 and March, 1928, no less than 2,210,000 
tons valued at the mine at £1,282,000. The 
total net profit to the Government had been 
£452.559, and the total cost of the Nigerian 
and the Southern Nigerian surveys to March, 
1928, had been £88,700. 

Thus the total profit to the Government 
from this one discovery by a Government 
geologist was more than five times the total 
cost of the geological and mineral si rveys. 
while the average annual profit for the past 
three years had been nearly nine times the 
average annual cost of the geological survey 
during the same period. 

Many -other valuable mineral discoveries 
had also been made, which would be deve. 
loped later, and prove of great value to the 
colony. . 

WAR-TIME GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

In the Gold Coast the Geological Survey 's 
most important discoveries had been huge 
deposits of manganese ore and bauxite (alumi- 
nium ore} and widespread alluvial deposits 
of diamonds. 

The manganese. deposits were found in 
1914 before the Great War, but not exploited 
until 1916, when the vital need for high- 
yrade manganese ore caused their develop- 
ment. Production of ore commenced in 1¥l6, 
and the total production to March 31, 1928, 
is 1,785,643 tons of high-grade ore, valued at 
£3,350,706, free on*board ship at Sekondh. 
Of this quantity the annua! average during 
the past three years is 364,975 tons, value 
at £656,132. 

The Government Railway Department trans- 
ports this ore to the seaboard at Sekondi, 
and has received, in round numbers, £550,000 
for freight to- March 31st, 1928. Besides this, 
the Railway Department has obtained large 
sums for freight on the great quantities of 
mining machinery, building materials and 
supplies transported from Sekondi to the mine. 

The Government also gets a royalty of five 
per cent: on the profits of the company that 
owns the deposit. The mining royalty for the 
vear 1927-28 was £10.000. 

THE DISCOVERY OF DIAMONDS.

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FACTORY MANAGER 
_ SENT FOR TRIAL. 


THIRTY-FIVE CHARGES 
_ AT ROSCREA. 
ae oe

Bik, Tuesday. 

At the Roscrea Court yesterday, before Mr. 
J. Meagher, District Justice, Thomas P. 
Smyth, Gleritara, Roscrea, ex-manager of the 
Roscrea Bacon Factory, was sent for trial to 
the Cireuit: Court. 

There weré thirty-five charges in all against 
Smyth, who was remanded from a previous 
court on a charge of embezzling £450, the 
amount, of two cheques the property of the 
factory, and he was now charged with the 
embezzlement of cheques totalling £3,100 15s., 
and, in addition, with making false entries in 
the books of the firm. Further charges 
related to the alleged forgery of the name of 
Michael McCann, Williamstown, Moate, Co. 
Westmeath, manager of the Mount Temple 
Agricultural Society, on a cheque dated 11th 
September, 1928. 

Smyth pleaded “Not guilty.” The pro- 
ceédings commenced at 11.20 a.m. and ended 
at 7 p.m. 

| AUDITOR'S EVIDENCE 

Evidence. was given by Mr. Edmund 
Hewston, of the firm of Messrs. Stokes Bros. 
and Pim. The defaleations extended from 
May, 1927, to June, 1929. The greater part 
of the cheques, which were drawn in favour 
of “‘bearer,’’ were entered by Smyth in the 
cash book as being applied for the purchase 
of pigs, but the summary bec did not con- 
tain any entries to show that this money was 
expended by Smyth for that purpose. All 
the cheques were drawn on the account of the 
lactory kept at the National Bank, Roscrea. 

The witness further gave evidence relating 
fe Smyth's private account at the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, Roscrea. an order to 
'uspect being made at a previous hearing. 
The dates of lodgments to his own account 
made by Smyth corresponded with the dates 
of the cashing of the cheques drawn by him 
on the factory account. ; . 


THE PURCHASE OF PIGS. 

Mr. T. B. Kinirous. a factory pig buyer, 
stated that none of the cheques entered by 
Smyth as having been applied for the pur- 
chase of pigs was made for that purpose. 

Evidence was also given by Mr. J. F 
Million, manager, National Bank, Roscrea, 
aud by Captain R. G. Power, manager, 
Munster and Leinster Bank. 
_ Mr. Michael McCann, manager of Mount 
Temple Agricuitural Society, gave evidence 
of selling pigs tu the Roscrea Bacon Factory, 
and stated that an endorsement of his name 
was not in his handwriting. The cheque 
was also endorsed by Smyth. He was not 
aware that such a cheque was issued until 
his attention was drawn to it a week ago 
by the auditor, 

Smyth was returned for trial, bail being 
allowed accused in 42,000 and three sureties 
of £800 each. 


Bail was not forthcoming.

MEN WHO MISSED FORTUNE. 

In conclusion, Sir Albert dealt

He told a strange story of a 
searching for gold who came upon the largest 
deposit of manganese ore in the world, and, 
not recognising its value, left it ‘untouched, 
and with it a fortune for himself.

Coast, sank a shallow hole on the side of a 
hill and unearthed good manvanese ore. '' Not 
recognising its identitv—and probably regard- 
ine it as ‘ron slag—he apparently took no 
special notice of it,’ said Sir Albert. 


INVALUABLE IN WAR TIME. 

“While the Director of the Geological 
Survey was surveying the insuta manganese 
ore deposit after his discovery of it he found 
this hole. and noted that the prospector had 
failed to discover what later proved to be one 
of the largest and richest deposits of man- 
ganese ore in the world—one that was of 
great importance to the life of the British 
nation at a most critical period of the Great 
War, when sufficient supplies of high-grade 
manganese ove were unobtainable for the 
manufacture of effective munitions.” 

Another -case instanced by Sir Albert was 
also of a prospector for gold who sank a 
shaft over forty feet deen through bauxite, 
a valuable mineral used in the manufacture 
of aluminium. He used the shaft constantly 
without knowing. until informed of the fact 
hy the same geologist, that the material he 
had excavated was bauxite. 

In both cases the want of geological know- 
ledge wee the cause of the failure of the 
prospectors to recognise what they had 
excavated. 


“THE PRACTICAL MAN.” 

Sir Albert said that he did not wish to he- 
little the value and importance of the 
“practical man,” partievlarly the prospector 
with some knowledge of geologv. It was 
well--nown thet manv valnable mineral 
deposits had been found by intelligent. 
capable prospectors—men of keen observation, 
close reasoning end long experienre.* who 
thoroughly deserved their success. Similarly 
novices with no claim to the term of the 
prospector, with the proverbial luck of the 
heeinner, had heen fortunate. 

There were other prosnectors with more or 
less experience of searching for one particular 
kind of mineral. frequently gold or tinstone. 
and possessed of remarkehle assurence, who. 
ipnorant of the merest rudimentary knowledge 
of the origin and genetic relations of 
minerals generally, posed as preenectors of 
minerals of every cascription, They micht 
be icnored so far a“ their value as prospectors 
ws concerned. Geolory was not an exact

MUTUAL INSURANCES. 


ECONOMIES IN LOCAL 
EXPENDITURE. 

Moving the adoption of the report and the 
statement of accounts at the third ordinary 
general meeting of the Irish Public Bodies’ 
Mutual Insurances, Lid., which was held at 
15 Parnell square, Dublin, yesterday, the 
Chairman, Senator P. W. Kenny, referred to 
the substantial economies in local expendi- 
ture which had resulted from the formation 
of the company. The company had been 
established to undertake the insurance of the 
property of the ratepayers with the greaiest 
possible measure of econon.y. While effect- 
ing very large economies in loca’ expe: diture, 
it provided absolute security, and had created 
in slightly over two years a fire fund equiva- 
lent to 260 per cent. of the pet premium 
income. The loss ratio ‘was less than one 
per cent., and the expense ratio at 23 per 
cent. was striking evidence of the economical 
administration of the company. 

The prospects of the. company. were 
extremely encouraging, and a substantial in- 
crease in business might be looked for on 
the expiry of existing insurance contracts 
with other companies. '. The Commissioners of 
the Dublin Union had recently effected with 
the company their entire insurances, approxi- 
mating half a million pounds sterling, and 
insurances almost equally large had been 
effected by other public-bodies with the com- 
pany. 

‘We cannot, however, rest satisfied,” he 
added, ‘‘ until every local authority within 
the ambit ‘of the Free State is included in 
the membership of our company. 

Count O'Byrne, seconding, said that the 
accounts showed an exceptionally strong posi- 
tion after such a short period of working. 
In addition to the economies effected for 
local authorities, the fact that the company 
could never be alienated from purely. Irish 
control strongly appealed to him, and should 
strongly appeal to all Irishmen. The policy 
of the company had been, and would con- 
tinue to be, that of cordial co-operation with 
the other Irish .companies- which were in- 
dependent of all outside influences.

There was nothing 
in the evidence as to what occurred at this 
conference to suggest that the decision was 
in any way conditional either on the 
acquiescence of Mr. Julian or on the agree- 
ment by Mr. Fottrell to act as Mr. Julian’s 
agent. It seemed that there was a definite 
determination to employ Mr. Fottrell whether 
Mr. Julian liked it or not. 

Accordingly, the four gentlemen who were 
present at the conference went to the office 
oí Messrs. Fottrell the same afternoon, and 
all necessary arrangements for lodging the 
claim were made, and it was there and then 
decided that Mr. Brown, K.C., and Mr. 
Lardner, K.C., were to be engaged as counsel. 
MAIN DISPUTED FACT. 

The main disputed issue of fact in the 
case was whether or not at this interview 
Mr. Fottrell agreed to go into the matter of 
the claim as agent for Mr. Julian. There 
was no doubt that the scheme for the transfer 
of business to Mr. Fottrell did not originate 
with Mr. Fottrell, but in the minds of his 
friends, who had gone to his office long 
before he understood the position and how 
he came to get the business, but Mr. Fottrell 
must have thoroughly understood the busi- 
ness before he wrote the letter of Ath 
August, 1922, in reply to Mr. Julian’s letter 
of 2nd August, and it seemed to his lordship 
that, even if Mr. Fottrell had never said.a 
word about acting as Mr. Julian’s agent, it 
was regrettable that he did not at once con- 
sent to an arrangement with Mr. Julian. 
Had he done so. there would have been no 
difficulty, and all parties would have been 
kept straight. 4 

lt was not as if such arrangement would 
have in any way let down those who in- 
structed Mr. Fottrell, but it would have 
obviated the necessity of embarking on a 
course of masterly evasion, thereby adopting 
and ratifying the action of which, his lord- 
ship had said, he could not speak without 
strong disapproval. 

lí Mr. Fottrell’s appointment, as one 
respective of amy agency agreement with 
Mr. Julian, had the approval of the directors, 
and was not merely a coup brought off by 
those put in control in Dublin owing to the 
emergency, then there was no reason for 
evasion on Mr. Fottrell’s part. He could 
have said at once that he had never agreed 
to act as Mr. Julian’s agent 

CONFLICT OF EVIDENCE. 

Coming to the question of the existence 
of an agency agreement between the plaintiff 
and the defendants, Mr. Justice Meredith 
said that it appeared to him demonstrably 
clear that, whether Mr. Julian had a griev- 
ance of not, he could not possibly prove the 
existence of a contract between himself and 
the defendants; and on the question whether 
or not Mr. Fottrell undertook to act as 
agent for Mr. Julian, he said that the con- 
flict of evidence was absolute, and such that 
it was impossible to reconstruct it with any 
degree of certainty as to what exactly was 
said by Mr. Fottrell at the interview. 

His lordship could only repeat his expres- 
sion of regret that Messrs, Fottrell did not 
agree to regard themselves as having acted 
as agents for Mr. Julian on the special terms 
that would be reasonable in such a case, but 
as Mr. Julian never succeeded in procuring 
a firm contract, the action must be dismissed 
with costs. 

At the request of counsel for the plaintiff, 
Mr. Justice Meredith granted a stay of 
execution and an extension of the stay until 
the second day of next sittings.

What it contained was really only 
the answers of an old man of eighty years of 
age to a series of long and complicated legal 
questions, packed with extremely ambiguous 
expressions, Jt was, in the circumstances, 
perfectly reasonable for the Revenue Com. 
missioners to come to the conclusion on the 
findings in the case that they were not 
satisfied that the Earl of Iveagh was not 
domiciled in Saorstat Eireann in those par- 
ticular years for which he had been assessed. 

FREE STATE CASE SUMMARISED. 

Mr. McCann, having referred to the sections 
of the Act under which the liability for the 
taxes claimed arose, said that before con- 
cluding he would like to put in a summary 
form the submissions he laid before the Court 
as follows :— 

(1) As a matter of law that the question 
before their lordships was _ conclusivelv 
answered by the circumstances that Tord 
Iveagh never wished to leave the old country ; 
alternatively they submitted that the reten- 
tion, upkeep, improvements and occupation 
of established residences in the domicile of 
origin were on the decided case of Maxwell 
v. McClure facts of so much overwhelming 
importance as to bring the balance down to 
their level in their favour; : 

i (2) Secondly, that the question of domicile 
in this case was a question of fact: 

(5) They submitted, thirdly, that the proper 
definition of residence was a residence which 
was in possession and available for occupa- 
tion; and, alternatively, their submission was 
that in the “ case stated ” no question of law 
arose for the Court, and that the findings 
were, or at least necessarily involved, findings 
of fact which might be treated in their 
favour, as they afforded ample justification 
for the Commissioners in not being satisfied 
that Lord Iveagh’s domicile was not a foreign 
domicile, but was in Saorstat Eireann: and 

(4) That, even if Mr. Fitzgibbon, K.C., 
was correct in his contention that the ques- 
tion raised in this case was clearly a mixture 
of fact and law, their lordships were entitled 
to draw inferences of fact from it. Even if 
it was correct to say that the whole matter 
was a mixture of law and fact, they sub- 
mitted that the Court was entitled to draw 
inferences of fact different from those drawn 
by the Commissioners, and they said that, 
on the balance of the entire evidence, and 
especially having regard to the weight to 
be attached to the decision in the case of 
Maxwell v. McClure, already mentioned, the 
Court should hold that the balance was in 
the appellants’ favour, or, alternatively, that 
the Court should hold that the foreign domi- 
cile of the Earl of Iveagh had not been so 
clearly and _ satisfactorily proved as to re- 
Move all doubt, and that his domicile of 
origin must stand. 

In conclusion, Mr. McCann said that the 
only other observation he had to make was 
this—that it was a very remarkable fact that 
there was apparently no case in the books 
in which a domicile of choice Had been held 
to prevail over a domicile of origin where 
an established and occupied residence was 
retained in the domicile of origin. 

The Court reserved judgment.

BELFAST MAN'S CLAIM FOR 


£271. 


BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

In the case of Martin Hopkins, of Rose- 
mary, Falls road, Belfast, v. Michael Gorm- 
ley, of Dean’s Grange, Blackrock, Dublin, 
gardener, and two others, the plaintiff 
claimed £271 alleged to be due by the de- 
fendants, as trustees, and representing the 
Billy Byrne Branch of the 1.N.F. Benefit 
Society, to the plaintiff for balance of prin- 
cipal and interest on the sum of £200 ad- 
vanced by the plaintiff to the defendants, the 
branch of the Society having agreed to pay 
interest at the rate of six per cent. 

Mr. McGuckin (instructed by Mr. P. J. 
Magee), for the plaintiff, said that there 
were two applications in the list, one being 
for £271, money lent to the Billy Byrne 
branch, and the other being for an order 
that the plaintiff should give security for 
costs. If the first application were granted, 
the second application would not arise, but 
if it did he would not object to a reason- 
able sum being fixed against plaintiff. In 
1919 a new hall was being purchased at 
Kingstown for the branch, and the plain- 
tiff, who had been a member for a consider- 
able number of years, was approached and 
lent them £200, and he expressed his readi- 
ness to allow it to remain ont at six per 
cent. For two years the defendants paid 
the interest without any dispute as to 
liability. The deeds of the hall were 
actually forwarded to the plaintiff’s solici- 
tor in 1920 to prepare a legal mort- 
gage to secure payment of his loan. 
Unfortunately, trouble arose in the clearing 
of the title, and the mortgage was never 
completed. 

The defence now raised was that the late 
General Secretary of the Society had no 
authorisation to feceive the £200 advanced, 
and, secondly, that the then secretary of the 
local branch had no authority to issue his 
receipt for the money, or to make an applica- 
tion for a loan of £200. The Billy Byrne 
branch had obtained the plaintiff’s money 
ten years ago, and they were holding on to 
it. Later. ‘hey had applied to plaintiff for 
a further ' an of £100 and offered a mortgage 
for £300 

Mr. Cawley (instructed by Mr, J. V. 
Brady) resisted the application and pressed 
to have the matter referred to the Circuit 
Court Judge, as serious questions had been 
raised as to authorisation and other matters 
in dispute. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne transferred the case 
to the Circuit Court, to be heard without 
further pleadings. He granted cross orders 
for discovery and directed plaintiff to give 
security for £25 for costs. The costs of the 
present application were reserved for the 
trial judge.

OMNIBUSES. 
CHARGES AGAINST THE 


DRIVERS. 
(BEFORE MR, COLLINS, K.C.) 


Anthony Murphy, Swords, was charged by 
Station Sergeant Fenton, Kevin street, 
Dublin, with driving a motor lorry, the. 
property of William Daly, Fairview avenue, 
Dublin, in a dangerous manner at St. 
Patrick’s Close on Monday afternoon. The 
charge arose out of a fatal accident involving 
the death of a child named Kavanagh, of 
Great Ship street, in St. Patrick's Close on 
that occasion. — 

Mr. Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s office) 
prosecuted for the police, and Mr. E. H. 
Burne, solicitor, appeared for the defence 
Station Sergeant Fenton deposed to the 
arrest of the accused man, whom he had 
charged and cautioned, and who had made a 
statement. 

Guard 129 A gave evidence to the effect 
that he was called to the scene, and found 
the deceased child at the rear of the lorry 
with his head badly injured and bleeding. 
Witness took the injured child to the Meath 
Hospital, where life was pronounced extinct. 
The mother of the child stated that its age 
was three and a half years. 

Peter Byrne said that he was in St. . 
Patrick’s Close at the time of the accident, 
and did not hear any horn being sounded by 
the defendant, who, he said, took the turn 
too short, and was on his wrong side at the 
time. 

William Daly, the owner of the lorry, said 
that he was with the defendant on the lorry 
on that occasion, which was travelling at 
about five miles an hour. It was his opinion 
that the vehicle was four or five feet from 
the kerb at the time, and he did not see the 
child on the street. He heard the horn 
sounded. When the driver felt a bump he 
pulled up immediately. ‘The lorry was on its 
proper side of the road. He saw hair like 
that of the child being found by the Guard | 
on the box of the right back wheel of the 
lorry. 

Anthony Murphy, the defendant, stated 
that as he approached the corner at a slow 
rate of speed he sounded his horn, and noticed 
the child standing by the kerb with its 
mother. -He did not see it run out on the 
carriage way. 

Mr. Collins imposed a fine of 10s. on the 
dangerous driving charge. 

On a proposed charge of manslaughter he 
refused informations.

A WAREHOUSE FRACAS. 


£40 DAMAGES IN ASSAULT 
CASE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

Abel J. Martin, of Ardelia, Dundrum, 
motor van driver, sued Robert Wilkie, of 
Saville Park, Dalkey, to recover damages, 
which were laid at £50, for an assault com- 
mitted upon him by the defendant on Novem- 
ber 19th, 1928. 

The plaintiff alleged that the defendant 
had made a defamatory statement about a 
woman, which the defendant denied. On 
the day the assault took place the plaintiff 
and defendant had an appomtment to meet 
at the woman’s house, so that the matter 
might be argued out. On the morning beiore 
the assault took place the defendant men- 
tioned, in the presence of several fellow- 
workers, that he was going to punish Martin 
for having wrongfully accused him about the 
statement concerning the woman. 

When Martin came into the warehouse he 
was met by Wilkie, who challenged him. 
The defendant swore that Martin attacked 
him first by kicking him, and he (defendant) 
then ‘‘ let Martin have it between the eyes.’’ 
They were blackened, and he had two teeth 
knocked out. : 

The Judge said that he believed that 
whatever Mr. Wilkie did in reference to the 
anonymous woman was done bona fide. He . 
had instructed the plaintiff that the woman 
was not to receive any more goods on credit. 
Mr. Wilkie had come into the warehouse 
that morning determined to have a fight with 
the plaintiff. He was not justified in taking . 
the law into his own hands, and the assault 
was unprovoked. He, therefore, gave the 
plaintiff a decree for £40, with costs, in- 
cluding dentist's fee of five guimeas,~ net

DUBLIN YOUTH’S DOWNFALL. 
(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON AND A JURY.) 
A young man named Edward Ward was 

charged with having, about July 12th, 
forcibly entered business premises in Talbot 
street, Dublin, from which he stole boots, 
cigarettes and other articles. He pleaded 
guilty to having broken into the establish- 
ment of Messrs. Barclay and Cook and stolen 
one pair of shoes. 

Mr. C. Lavery, K.C. (instructed by the 
State Solicitor), who prosecuted for the State, 
accepted the plea, and the accused was 
sentenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour. 

Detective Officer Sullivan told the Court 
that the prisoner had lived with his father, 
who was a contractor, but within the past 
six months -had left his parent and had asso- 
ciated with bad company. As far as witness 
could ascertain, Ward had climbed to the 
roof of Messrs. Barclay and Cook’s shop. In 
the shop at the time was a sum of £75 in 
a safe, but apparently he failed to find the 
key. There had been two previous con- 
victions against the prisoner. 

Judge Gleeson, in passing sentence, re- 
marked that apparently minor punishment did 
not have the desired effect of inducing the 
prisoner to reform. 


BOY’S THEFT OF A SHILLING. 


Walter Kenny, a sixteen years old boy, 
pleaded guilty to having during the present 
month stolen a shilling, the property of the 
Rev. E. Ryan, C.C., Westland row, Dublin. 

The father of the accused stated that he

The volume of business transacted in the 
London Stock Markets as a whole yesterday 
remained on an extremely small scale, while 
monetary undertakings tended to depress 
values still further. There were, however, 
one or two bright features among the more 
speculative markets, but these were isolated, 
no decided tendency being evident in any 
section. The Gilt-edged section was adversely 
affected by Monday’s big gold efflux and 
fears of more to follow, and the movements 
recorded were against holders. There was 
also very little passing in Foreign Govern- 
ment stocks. Home Rails again suffered from 
lack of support, and several of the leaders 
were marked off the turn. Colonial and 
Foreign Rails also moved against holders in 
several instances, while American Rails pre- 
sented a dull front. 

There were a number of bright features 
among the Industrial sections, though these 
markets as a whole were dull. Among the 
International issues Hydro Electrics spurted 
smartly, and, while the best level was not 
maintained, they closed at a further sub- 
stantial advance.

cf a rise in the Bank rate. For a consider- 
able time past jobbers have reluctantly taken 
any stock offered, and only at a reduction in 
prices, with the result that in most directions 
quotations are now substantially below the 
highest points of the year. The future hangs 
upon money, which means the question 
whether the heavy gold withdrawals will lead 
to a rise in the Bank rate. The probable 
course of security values cannot be gauged, 
even from one day to another, and a higher
